BLM’s land and minerals record system, known as LR2000, is now augmented by the
NILS GeoCommunicator that can map the information contained in LR2000 reports. Together,
they make a powerful tool for utility, title, mining and energy companies, educational
institutions, and environmental uses. Information from the two systems can be queried via the
internet.
